Lawyer criticizes system

hurt society, litigator tells Students.

_ said Robert Wills, attorney and 

author of “Lawyers are Killing 

America.” He cited expenses,

But he also said that doctors 

aren't the only ones afraid of liti- 

‘gation: Hotels, “bicycle-rental 

shops and public parks have all 

been the subjects of lawsuits 

oo wyethat-have hurt ‘society. ; 


singer Connie Francis, who was 
raped in her hotel room. As a 
result of her suit, hotels must 


hire private security agencies — 


and pay for extra lighting in 
queen lots to protect future pa- 
trons, thereby passing on the 
~costs of these extra precautions 
on to the consumer. 

Wills said he believes the costs: 
of tort litigation — suits in 
which people are claiming dam- 
ages for private injury to prop- 
erty or person: — are congesting 


the court systems and hurting . 


society as a whole: - 
‘Defendants need more pro- 
tection than they have today,” he 
‘said. “A person: can sue. some- 
body relatively risk-free and 
_ have a shot of making a lot of 
money.” And, according to Wills, 


the increase in lawyers in South- 
ern California, as well as the en- 
tire United States, is jamming 
the courts with too many cases 
that shouldn't even be there. 

“We need a screening process, 
a panel of experts — like an ar- 
bitration hearing. ‘The two-par- ° 
ties should present written and 
oral arguments, then the panel 
would render an opinion to de- 
cide if there is a real case. This 
opinion should be admitted into 
a court if the plaintiff decides to 
carry on with litigation,” he 
said. 

Wills has been practicing law 
in Southern California since 
1953. He has been with his own 
firm of Wills, Malvana and 
Radar in Tustin since 1980, and 
deals exclusively with defend- 
ing lawyers in malpractice suits. 
‘He said it is very easy to argue 
what a doctor did after the fact, 
but “hindsight is perfect.” — 

“Lawyers deal with things 
backwards. Doctors deal with

In addition to leading the campaign to fund the Ruby 
Gerontology Center, the University Relations and De- 
velopment office increased its yearly contributions from 
less than $1 millign at the beginning of Macias’ five- -year 
term to almost $6 million in 1989.
